This naturally brings us to our 
own Northfield team. The writer

Baseball. We were just a bit dis- 
appointed therefore, when we at- 
tended the opening Baseball meet- 
ing to find only a handful of play- | 
ers and fang on hand to set the 
policies for the year. Perhaps we 
expected too much but we cer- 
tainty were led to believe that a 
goodly crowd turned out for any- 
thing pertaining to Baseball.

It 
compares favorably with judging 
a Baby Show with only one prize 
available. 

So let's all get behind the boys 
this year. If the local boys turn 
out be sure that they have a crowd 
to encournge them. Enough en- 
couragement by the Fans will 
solve all the problems.

Farmers Receive 
Production Loans 


Grants by Four New Credit 
Units in Massachusetts for Season- 


al Funds Total $114,000. 


Loans by Production Credit As- 
sociations in Massachusetts were 
approved to 128 farmers for 
$114,101 according to a report for 
April 7. Four associations, formed 
early this year as local units of 
the Farm Credit Administration, 
have offices at Lowell, Northamp- 
ton, Taunton and Worcester. 

In the eight states of the first 
Farm Credit Administration dis- 
trict comprising New England, 


New York, and New Jersey, 2235 


applications had been approved on 
April 7, and 557 loans represent- 
ing $643,947.52 had been closed. 
The difference between approvals 
and loans is accounted for by the 
fact that although applications 


have had favorable action, funds. 


are not taken up by farmers un- 
til needed. 

Most of the loans by Production 
Credit Associations are made for 
the crop-growing season. Accord- 
ing to the Act of Congress under 
which these associations operate, 
loans may be made for producing 
and harvesting of crops, breeding 
raising and feeding of livestock or 
poultry, and in some instances to 
pay debts previously incurred. 


The purpose of the production 


credit program, aceerding to Dr. 
V. B. are head of the Production 
Credit Corporation which assisted 
in establishing the associations, is 
to provide deserving farmers with 
credit that is better adapted to the 
business of farming, but not to 
grant more credit. Production 
loans are intended to fit into the 
agricultural credit picture between 
the customary three-months’ note 
and long-term mortgage loans. 

The heaviest demand for short- 
term farm credit is usually 
reached in April and May, Dr. 
Hart says, and he urges farmers 
who plan to file applications, to do 
so without further delay. It urual- 
ly requires about 2 or 3 weeks be- 
tween the time an application is 
filed and the funds are available 
to the borrower.

Moody had found his life work. 
He was experiencing, to use a 
phrase which was dear to him, 
“what God can do with a man 
wholly surrendered to His will.” 
In 1876-77 he successfully met 
the test of extensive campaigns in 
Ohicago, where he was best known, 
and in Boston, traditionally oon 
gervative and non-revivalistic. He 
Gevoted the year 1877-78 to the 
gmaller cities of New England— 
Barlington and Montpelier, Vt.; 
Concord and Manchester, N. H.; 
Providence, R. 1: Springfield, 
Mass.; Hartford and New Haven, 
Conn. Changing his plan in the in- 
terest of yet closer cooperation 
with the churches, he spent the 
winter of 1878-79 at evangelistic 
work in Baltimore, 1879-80 in St. 
Louis, and 1880-81 in San Fran- 
cisco. Meanwhile, his interests 
were broadening. He believed in 
the kind ‘of evangelism that issaes 
in social service; he himself was a 
doer rather than a preacher mere- 
ly. In 1879, aroused by the need 
of the young people in the hills 
around his home, and heartened 
by the counsel of Henry F. Du- 
rant (qv.), who had _ recently 
founded Wellesley College. he es- 
tablished a schoo) for girls, the 
Northfield Seminary, intended pri- 
marily for those of limited means. 
In 1881, along somewhat similar 
lines, he established a school for 
boys, Mount Hermon School, near 
Northfield. In the summer of 
1880, in the buildings of the 
Northfield Seminary, he held a 


general ‘conference of Christian: 
workers, which has been followed 


by a like conference in each suc- 
cessive summer, except for three 
years when Moody was abroad. 
‘His second extended evangelis- 
tic campaign in Great Britain was 
undertaken in the autumn of 18813 
in response to invitations from 
Ireland, Scotland, England, and 
Wales, and culminated in an 
eight months’ mission in London, 
which closed in June 1884. + 
one of. the - London meetings 
young doctor, Wilfred T. Grenfell, 
was attracted by Moody’s adroit 
closure of a clergyman’s tedious 
prayer—While our brother is fin- 
ishing his prayer we will sing 
number 75”—and was inspired by 


Moody’s sermon to give his life to. 


work as a missionary p pyaicien in 
Labrador. In 1891-92 Moody en- 


gaged in a final year of work in. 


Great Britain, and in the spring 
of 1892 visited Palestine. 

The seven years between 1884 
and 1891 he devoted to evangelis- 
tic work, for short periods, in 
many cities large and small of the 
United States and Canada. During 
the first four months of 1887 he 
conducted an evangelistic cam- 
paign in Chicago, which eventuat- 
ed in his founding the Chicago 
Bible Institute, formally opened.in 
1889, primarily for the training of 
men and women who had not been 
privileged to receive a college ed- 
ucation but felt impelled to enter 
home or foreign missionary serv- 
ice ag lay workers. In connection 
with this school he organized, in 
1894, the Bible Institute Colport- 
age Association for the publica- 
tion and sale of religious books at 
prices low enough to secure wide 
circulation. 

In the eighties his mind turned 
toward college students. In 1876 
he had visited Princeton, and in 
1878, after conducting an evan- 
gelistic campaign in New Haven, 
he had accepted the invitation of 
Yale students to give a special se- 
ries of addresses to them. In both 
of his extended visits to Great 
Britain he had interested univer- 
sity men, and many had assisted 
at his meetings. At his invitation 
J. E. K. Studd, a young graduate 
‘of Cambridge University, who was 
later to become Lord Mayor of 
London, visited America in 1885 
and told to student audiences the 
story of the spiritual awakening in 
British universities. In July 1886 
Moody conducted a conference of 
college students at Mount Her- 
mon, which was attended by two 
hundred and fifty young men 
from eighty colleges in twenty- 
four states. Transferred to North- 
fleld in the following year, the 
conference was made memorable 
by the participation of Henry 
Drummond, who gave an address 
on “The Greatest Thing in the 
World,” which was later published 
and became one of the most wide- 
ly read of hia writings. Thereafter, 
the conference was held annually 
and a like conference for students 
in the women’s colleges was be- 
gun in 1898. These conferences 
stimulated in the coleges the de- 
velopment of Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Associations and eimilar vol- 
untary organizations of stndents 
devoted to Christian pu . 
One of the immediate of 
the first gathering was the initia- 
tion of the Student, Volunteer 
Movement, an organization of col- 
loge students pledged to seek ap- 
pointment to foreign missionary 
service. With its enthusiastic slo- 
gan—‘‘the evangelization of the 
world in this generation’—the 
Mevement did much in the closing 
years of the nineteenth century 
and the epening decades of the 
twentioth to reeruit the foreign 
missionary forces of the Protes 
tant ehurehas. 

After hig last vidt to Great 
Britain Moody resumed work in 
warions cities of the United States 
and) Canada, Daring but success- 


{ged Anglo-Saxon words of 
mon life. His ame was upon 


ful was ea six months’ cam 
of evangelistic services which 
conducted in Chicago from May 
to November 1898, during the pro- 
grees of the World's Fair. Among 
other cities in which he labored in 
this decade were New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Providence, 
Scranton, Washington, Richmond, 
Birmingham, St. Louis, Denver, 
Montreal, Toronto, and Winnipeg. 
He gave the early months of 1899 
to meetings in the Southwest and 
on the Pacific Coast, and in No- 
vember of that year he began a 
campaign in Kanvas City. His 
work here was interrupted by ill- 
ness and he traveled home to 
Northfield, where on Dec. 22, he 
died. 

Moody was a layman. He never 
sought ordination. His work was 
characteristi¢ “the growing as- 
sumption by @ymen of responai- 
bility, for Christian enterprises, 
which begag™&boyt the middle of 
the nitteteenth century, and it 
powerfully ‘stimulated that move- 
ment. A man of large administra- 
tive and executive ability, he com-
